1 . Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 05 
to provide the following information that the examiner has determined is reasonably 
necessary to the examination of this application. 

The information is required to identify products and services embodying the 
disclosed subject matter of performing data stream transformation projects as well as 
consulting thereof and identify the properties of similar products and services found in 
the prior art. In the specification, Applicant admits that data stream transformation 
projects are old and well-known. Furthermore, Applicant admits that qualifying a 
prospective customer by evaluating their existing system is old and well-known. The 
Examiner requests information regarding the details of how such an evaluation was 
typically performed prior to Applicant's invention. For example, how were data stream 
transformation projects planned and carried out? Also, how was the qualification of a 
prospect's projects previously performed (regardless of what type of project it was)? 
The attached article "Bluestone Welcomes a Dozen New ISV Partners to Code Blue 
Developers Program" was published more than one year prior to Applicant's earliest 
priority date of February 2, 2001 and it states that Orchid Systems, Inc. (the assignee of 
the instant application) joined Code Blue (H 1). Orchid Systems, Inc. "was founded in 
1994 to develop wireless data systems" (H 16). This implies that Orchid Systems, Inc. 
has years of consulting experience, especially in helping customers design wireless 
data systems. The attached archived web site of Orchid Systems, Inc. (archived 
February 10, 1999) advertises "Wireless Solutions for Data Integration." The Examiner 
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is particularly interested in the details of the underlying methodology that Orchid 
Systems, Inc. employed to assess their customers' wireless solution needs for data 
integration. For example, please explain how this methodology (employed more than 
one year prior to Applicant's filing date) compared to the claimed steps, regardless of 
whether or not the assignee performed these steps through use of technology (e.g., via 
phone, fax, or computer), entirely by hand, or a combination thereof.
